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Red Cross Appeal 
Now Underway 


Disaster is an vgly word. Anyona 
wiio has seen the inferno of devasta- 
tion by fire or has experienced the 
sudden terrible destruction of a flash 
flood knows what the word means in 
human misery. It doesn’t require 


much imagination to appreciate th! 


problefs that would confront anyone 
of us if our homes were threatened at 
this moment, 

No amount of preparation can pre- 
vent entirely the occurance of dis- 
asters. What preparation can do is 
lessen the effect of fires, floods, 
epidemics, exrlosions and other cat- 
astror! ios, 

Perhaps no other organization in 
Canada has done as much in the way 
of disaster preparedness as the Can- 
adian Red Cross Society. ‘Within its 
organization, each province is under 
the constant study of a Disaster Ser- 
vices committee whose job it is to 
community’s resources 
beforehand and to arrange for the 
swift flow of aid to the scene of any 
disaster. Within each province are 
Red Cross branches, capable of car- 
ing for victims of minor disasters at 
once. Behind the branch is the pro- 
vincial office, teady to help with 
transport, supplies and experienced 
workers. And behind each division 
is the national organization wich can 
draw on the help of other provinces. 

In co-operation with all other 
agencies, the Red Cross works to 
cushion the shock, to prevent un- 
necessary suffering, to save lives. 
Its main jobs during disaster are the 
provision of food, clothing and 
shelter, medical aid, transportation 
and the public service of answering 
welfare inquiries as to the conditions 
of disaster victims. 

In the first nine months of 1951, the 
Society provided these services at a 
total of 485 disasters, assisting 
8,843 persons, . 

The work takes money. This month 
the Red Cross is asking every Can- 
adian to give a little. The need for 
all Red Cross work in the year is 
$5,222,000. It is a question, not so 
much of what we can afford, but of 
what we cannot afford to ignore. 


SEEDING THROUGH 
HEAVY TRASH 


Experimental farm notes. 
The 1951 harvest season brought 


‘with it a large number of headaches. | 


The large amount of tangled straw 
and unharvested swaths are causing 
many: operators some concern over 
the difficulties that may be encount- 
ered during tiie spring seeding oper- 
ations, 

The problem of seceding through or 
under heavy trash covers has re- 
ceived considerable attention at the 
Lethbridge Experimenta] Station says 
My, D, T, Anderson, machinery 
specialist. + These studies included, 
new seeding mechanisms 
for heavy trash conditions, and me- 
thods of using standard dyills, Some 
of the results are of interest at this 
time, 

Subsurface seeders consisting es- 
sentially of seeding attaciments to 
blade cultivators, have been used in 
comparative trials with standard 
drills. The blade seeder has given re» 
sults equal to other drills, provided; 
first, that seeding depths are carefully 
adjusted and maintained; secondly, 
that shallow seed beds are prepared 
or supplementary weed control neus: 
ures are taken with the seeding 
stroke, 

Hoe type drills have proven them- 
selves very useful under conditions of 
heavy tras), The staggered furrow 
opener arrangement employed on 
some makes greatly increases the 
trash clearance of the machines, In 
Some cases measures have been taken 
to break down the trash during seed 
bed preparation, Dise type tillage 
tools have been used for this pur- 
pose, Blade cultivators have also 
been used successfully and have often 
been followed by tiash mats or self 
cleaning harrows, These two latter 
machines operate best wen the trash 
is dry and brittle. 


The trash clearance of standard 


double or single disc drills is greater 
than most operators realize. Stub. 
bles resulting from spring wheat 
yields up to 40 bushels per acre have 
been successfully handled by pre. 
paring the seed bed with a one-way 
disc. The use of a packer shead of 
the drill greatly increases the traction 
for the disc furrow openers. The 
use of some form of tread or pack-

Alberta History 


A cattle drive in Alberta in 1881 
turned out to be disastrous and cost- 
ly. A ranc> company had purchased: 
1,000 cattle in Montana and the I. G, 
B8.ker Co. had contracted to deliver 
them to a ranch near Calgary. Thirty 
cowboys and 300 horses were employ- 
ed; the weathen was cold and the 
cattle, many of them with their 
hoofs worn to the quick, were driven 
at such speed that those reaching the 
Calgary district were completely ex- 
hausted. A recorder of that date 
states: “The stock was shoved along 
at a merciless rate. From morning 
till night the poor animals were kept 
on the move and when night came 
they ‘were too tired to feed, Strain- 
ing along behind came the “drag”, 
i.e, cows and calves, The smaller 
calves were too weak to keep up and 
some were piled in wagons, som@ 
were traded and many were left to 
die on tive prairie. A driver would 
trade a calf for a pound of butter, 
a cup of tea or a drink of milk The 
loss ran into large figures, The 
worn and weary stock was finally 
foreed across the Bow river, and 
turned over to Major Walker and his 
men who waited there,” f 

Refore the stock could recuperate, 
storms of winter came on and of a 
total number of 12,000 cattle a scant 
4,000 cattle remained in the spring. 
The company. was discouraged and 
later moved their remaining stock 
lo the McLeod area, 

The record shows that by 1882 when 
the C.P.R. reached Regina (then 
ealled Pile of Bones), the wild an- 
imals of the plains were rapidly dis- 
appearing. The buffalo once so num- 
erous that they kept the grass eaten 
off, were almost gone. The big 
tray wolves that dogged the immense 
herds had been trapped or poisoned 
hy the “Wolfers”, The antelope alone 
seemed to survive in large numbers. 
“In the neighborood of Chin Coulee 
a few buffalo still roamed, There 
wore a few north west of Medicine 
Nat. In that year Sgt. B. McCutch- 
eon shot one near the site of the pres- 
ent town of Irvine, A Galt driver shot 
one ten miles west of Medicine Hat. 
That same year Jerry Potts shot an 
old buffalo north of Milk River. On 
September 2nd potts was returning 
home when he saw a large pure 
white animal in the distance. He 
and his riders gave chase and to their 
astonishment caught up to a Rocky 
;Mountain Goat that had wandered | 
far from its natural haunts,

Urges Diversified 
Farming For 
The Prairies 


WINNIPEG. — Why did Canada, 
with her rich prairie farming areas 
have to import wool, butter, eggs, 
poultry and meats in 1951? 

This question was raised by Leslie 
Hancock, district supervisor of live- 
stock marketing, federal agriculture 
department, at a luncheon meeting 
of the Manitoba Land Inspectors’ as- 
sociation, 

Up to 1951 Canada hada surplus 
of beef as well as grains, said Mr. 
Hancock. Last year, however, beef 
and beef cattle were imported into 
Canada “for the first time in my ex- 
perience.” 

In Manitoba 14 per cent. fewer 
cattle were marketed and 23 per 
cent, fewer calves than in the previ- 
ous year, said the district supervisor. 

“In spite of the belief that there 
is a surplus of pork in this country, 
we even imported some bacon last 
year,” he continued, 

Too many farms had no cattle, 
sheep, hogs or poultry. On some 
farms there were only a few weeks 
of work in the spring and a few 
weeks again in the fall. “That is not 


farming.” 
On the shelves of Winnipeg stores, 
said Mr. Hancock, you could find 


corned beef from Uruguay, mutton 
from Argentina, sausages from Den- 
mark, beef loaf from Australia, 
shepherd's pie from Britain and a 
similar product from Ireland. 

The public appeal to prairie farm- 
ers to grow more livestock has not 
been successful so far, said the 
speaker, “Perhaps we didn’t stop to 
think of the requirements of the in- 
dividual farmer.” 

He thought soils men, livestock 
men and government services should 
get together to map out a rounded 
production policy for each district. 
Above all, the boys who are about 
to take over farms should be shown 
“the advantages of going into live- 
stock.” 2975 


pality in lease revenues every year. 

Many farmers are receiving enough 
to pay their taxes, some are receiv- 
ing much more, The municipality it- 
self owns oil rights on 49 quarters 
from which it receives lease revenues 
of $1,800 a year, and the local im- 
provement district in which the town 
of Reston is situated has 87 acres 
leased at $10 an acre. 

Average price being paid for leases 
is 25 cents an acre, but some proper- 
ties are leased for as little as 10 
cents and a few for as high as $10. 

Three farmers in the district are 
reported to be holding out and it is 
rumored that they have been offered 
fabulous sums as a result. Prominent 
among these reports is one that E. 
H. Berry, hardware merchant, has 
refused $30,000 for a lease on a sec- 
tion of land that he owns. 

There is also a brisk business being 
done in royalty rights. The standard 
lease gives the property owner 1214 
per cent, of the value of oil produced 
on his property and many farmern 
have sold half-interests (6% per 
cent.) for sums ranging from as low 
as $40 to as high as $2,600. 

Many Americans have invested in 
royalty shares and there is at least 
one local syndicate holding such in- 
terests, 

A member of this local syndicate 
sold half of his 15g per cent. share 
for $1,200, 

The $320 revenues received by the 
Pipestone-Albert Agricultural So- 
ciety is from 32 acres leased at $10 
per acre.

Treating Seed Means Better Crops 

Seed treating and cleaning is the 
first step eyery farmer in Western 
Canada should take this Spring to 
insure increased yields of high qual- 
ity, smut-free grain in 1952, 

Why Seed Treatment? As we 
pointed out in our last article a 
very serious smut situation exists 
in Western Canada, The common 
cereal smuts can be casily, effec- 
tively, and economically controlled 
by seed treatment, Furthermore, 
seed treatment gives good control 
of certain other destructive ' seed- 
borne diseases of small grain crops, 
and protects the secd against soil- 
borne diseases such as the seed rots 
and secdling blights, 

Recommended Treatments, The 
officially recommended seed-treating 
chemicals for 1952 are: Agrox C, 
Ceresan M, Leytosan, Mergamma 
C and Panogen. These chemicals 
are highly effective in controlling 
most seed-borne diseases of cereals, 
except loose smut of wheat and 
barley. The. chemicals “Anticarie” 
and “Bunt-No-More” will control 
bunt of wheat, but they will not 
control the smuts of oats and 
barley. Be sure and treat dry seed 
of wheat and flax at least 24 hours 
before seeding. With dry seed of 
oats and barley, however, best re- 
sults are obtained when the seed is 
treated at least one week in advance 
_of seeding. Don’t use artificially- 
dried grain for seed unless you 
know it germinates satisfactorily. 

Treatment of Damp Grain, Un- 
der no circumstances should “tough 
and damp” grain be treated with 
Formalin or Bluestone, Wheat, oats 
and barley with a moisture content 
of more than 164%, and flax with 
over 12% moisture, should not be 
used for seed unless a germination 
test has shown that it germinates 
satisfactorily—65% or higher, Moist 
grain of good germination should 
be treated with an approved chemi- 
cal disinfectant, but such seed 
should not be treated earlicr than 
24 hours before sowing. . 
ylhe best seed treatment advice 
we can give to farmers is this. Be 
wise, be modern, play safe—plant 
only cleaned, treated seed in 1952,
